The opening » of 
casinos in Britain, 
possible under a 
4yovornment bill now 
in Parliament, was 
not favoured by an 
all-party meeting 
of MP's for districts 
which live targely 
on tourism, 


The matler was mised by Mr | 


Wiliam Teeling, a Conserva- 
tive, who said Brighton would 
Uke to have a casino, 

The. general view of the 
mecting was that pubile opinion 
would oppose the sctting up of 
casinos in Britain, 

But the mecting hoped the 
Government might be able to 
find a way to amend the Bill 
to permit the playing of cards— 
on payment of card moncy—in 
premises under Heence, such ag 
winter gardens and hotels. 

UNDER LICENCE 

It felt that municipalities and 

others ought to be able to 


under licence—but in rooms 
set apart for the purpose, 
where alcohol is not supplied. 

The Government's Bill wili 
allow casinos, but promotery will 
not be able to hold the bank or 
take: a percentage of the stakes. 
This means that the casinos 
would almose certainly have to 
be run at a loss. 

Last November, the Brighton 
Town Council said it would ask 
the Government to amend its 
Bilt so that resoris could sun 
ensinos at a profit, — China Mail 
Spcetal.
